Women in New York Begin a 
Worldwide Crusade to Bar 
“ Smoking and Drink- 
ing Literature.” 


CHICAGO NEXT ON LIST. 


When Forces in Gotham Have 
Been Organized Leaders Will 
Come Here, Then Con- 
tinue in Other Cities. 


New York, May 17.—[Special.]—The smok- 
ing and drinking heroines and heroes of 
Modern novels will have to go. The Wom- 
an's Christian Temperance union says 80. 
The worldwide work of doing away with 
these persons, which will include the enforce- 
ment of laws now in effect as they regard 
purity in literature, is to begin at once—the 
first move being made in New York city— 
according to Mrs. Emille D. Martin. 

Mrs. Martin is the national and world’s su- 
perintendent of the department of work for 
the purity of literature and art of the Wom- 
an's Christian Temperance union, and New 
York county superintendent, and will have 
charge of the new New York crusade on lit- 
erature in the library and reading rooms of 
this city. 

Chicago probably will be the next city 
where the warfare will be started. Other 
large cities in turn will be visited by national 
officers of the union, and the work set on foot 
without delay. 

With Dr. Mary Allen Wood of Brooklyn 
Mrs. Martin was appointed a member of a 
committee to look after the reading matter 
in New York at a recent convention of the 
New York County Woman's Christian Tem- 
perance union. 

It would not be fair to make a statement 
of anything we may plan to do without con- 
sulting Dr. Wood,“ said Mrs. Martin tonight. 
“She is a busy physician, and we have not 
met to consider the work yet. But it is cer- 
tain that we shall take active steps im- 
mediately.”* 

Tells of Work Already Done. 

We have been instrumental in having 
postal and express laws passed preventing 
the carrying ‘of indecent literature, and there 
have been laws passed in various state leg- 
isiatures against the publication of books 
which are a prolific cause of the in- 
creage of crime in the youth of this land. 
We shall take steps to have all of these 
laws enforced. 

People do not realize that in 95 per cent 
of the reading matter published, cigarets and 
tobacco are represented as indispensable, and 
the bottle and the decanter are omnipresent. 
In stories in all classes of literature, the hero, 
although he may Be an about-to-be- translated 
saint, Chris philanthropist, 
is surrounded. by a halo of.‘ white, curling 
wreaths of priceless Havanas,’ and his hero- 
ism comes from a glass of amber Tokay,’ 

‘ruby Claret,’ or ‘sparkling champagne.’ 

Books Barréd from Mail. 

„It is not probable that we shall visit the 
libraries. It will not be necessary, for we 
always obtain catalogues. We couldn't go 
in and make a statement that certain books 
increase the ratio of crime, but we will un- 
doubtedly act as censors to a certain extent. 

There are more than seventy books that 
cannot be carried by the United States mails 
now, but I do not think it well to give a list 

of them. Tolstoi's Kreutzer Sonata, and 
all of Zola’s works are among them. 

“The W. C. T. U. accomplishes things. 
When there was so much talk about the play 
of Sapho the book was hawked about the 
streets. Suddenly it wasn't to be seen at all. 
There is a law making it an indictable of- 
fense for any one to handle obscene litera- 
ture. We saw that it was enforced in re- 
gard to ‘ Sapho.’ 

Then there was that scandal of Little 
Egypt at Sherry’s. A prominent actress 
wrote me and said that she had been asked 


1 to go there and had refused, and that Little 


Egypt was going instead. We saw that that 
was looked after. 
Always on the Alert. 

“ There was another time when Mrs. Lang- 
try came to New York and there was to bea 
big fair for the benefit of the Boer war suf- 
ferers.yShe and some society women of this 
city Were to act as barmaids. We had a law 
passed making it unlawful for a woman to 
tend bar three years before. We called the 
attention of the authorities to it and there 
was no fair.” 

There are six clauses in the W. C. T. U. 
resolutions passed which Mrs. Martin and 
Dr. Wood are to put in force. The first 
clause refers to books in which the hero, 
heroine, ar any character presented as 
worthy of admiration is pictured as an ha- 
bitual user of liquors and cigarets without 
condemnation of such habits. 

Sommittbes are to make a rigid inspec- 
tion of all library books in every section 
of the United States.

STORY OF MAN HUNT TOLD. 


William Kent in at Death; Relic Will 
Be Given to Yale Society. 


On a table in the laboratory of Dr. Samuel 
J. Walker, 894 East Chicago avenue, lies an 
Indian skull which is being carefully and 
mysteriously guarded. In showing the object 
to a visitor yesterday the doctor drew back 
the curtains slowly and impresstvely. 

It was an ordinary skul) which might have 
belonged to any brave of a western tribe, 
but associated with its presence in Chicago 
is a story of an exciting adventure and an 
unusual enterprise in which are involved the 
names of William Kent and a group of board 


of trade brokers. 

The skull is that of Apache Kid,“ who was 
the most notorious outlaw in the southwest, 
murderer thirty times over, horse thief, 
raider, and, generally speaking, the terror of 
Arizona and New Mexico for twenty years, 
with a government price of $9,000 on his 
head. It will be sent to New Haven as a 
trophy for the Skull and Bones secret so- 


ciety. 


Killed by a Chicago Broker. 

„ Apache Kid’’ met his death last Septem- 
ber. In a dramatic last stand the foot- 
hills of the Sierra Madre mountains he was 
shot down. According to the story, the bul- 
let which ended his life was fired by a Chi- 
cago broker, who is now a board of trade 
official. The fact of his death was kept 
secret, and, for legal reasons, the men who 
ran down the desperado and ended his no- 
torious career have never claimed the re- 
ward. 

Each summer a number of board of trade 
men are in the habit of spending their va- 
cations on a ranch in southwestern New 
Mexico.- The ranch lies along Chloride creek 
in Sierra county. In the party who left Chi- 
cago last August were H. A. Foss, chief 
weighmaster of the board of trade, and Au- 
gustus J. White, head of the brokerage firm 
of A. J. White & Co. Mr. Kent owns a ranch 
in the vicinity. It is said he was spending 
several weeks there at the time. 

One day three horses were stolen from the 
camp and Apache Kid,” who hed been 
committing depredations in the neighborhood, 
was suspected of the theft, At daybreak a 
party of men rode out from the Chloride 
Creek ranch. They took up the “kid's” 
trail. Floss and several of his friends led the 
pursuing posse. : 

: Trailed for Ten Days, 

For ten days the chase continued across the 
mesas and foothills, the Indian outlaw 
doubling frequently upon his trail in an en- 
deavor to elude his followers. Finally one 
evening Foss and Kis men came up with the 
fugitive. They caught sight of him at dusk 
as he rode out of a valley into a growth of 
pine forest. Foss called a council and plans 
for the capture of the Indian were laid. 

Under cover of night, according to the 
story, the Chicagoans surrounded the out- 
law's camp. They waited there silently with 
their guns beside them until the first streak 
of dawn appeared. Then, as Apache Kid” 
arose to break camp and continue his flight, 
he found himself surprised. Two shots were 
fired. One missed a Chicago member of the 
posse by an inch. The other ended the career 
of Apache Kid. 

It was some time afterwards that the Chi-

Evidently. there is an understanding that 
the name of the man who killed Apache 
Kid“ shall never be revealed. An attempt 
to establish his identity met with the follow- 
ing response from Mr. Foss: 

„% That is a secret and probably the out- 
law’s slayer never will be known. It is too 
late now to claim the reward, and the person 
who was responsible for his death does not 
care to have the notoriety which publicity 


would bring to him.“

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AUTOIST DIES; WIFE SAVED, 


William McClintock Killed in 
Collision with Wagon. 


[BODY ORUSHED BY SHAFT. 


Victim Rated as Owner of Much Valu- 
able Property.

In a collision between his automobile and 
a Parmelee wagon at Twenty-fourth street 
and Prairie avenue, William McClintock, 
a retired capitalist, who lived at 2226 Calu- 
met avenue, was almost instantly killed yee- 
terday afternoon. His wife and little son 
were with him, but they escaped with no 
injuries. William G. Krieg, 84 Washington 
street, an architect, who was sitting in the 
front seat of the vehicle with Mr. McClin- 
tock, was bruised. 

The accident was said to have been due to 
the confusion of William Pennington, driver 
of the Parmelee wagon, who twice pulled 
his horse in front of the machine and frus- 
trated Mr. McClintock's efforts to dodge him, 
Mrs. McClintock and Mr. Krieg say the auto- 
mobile was going slowly. 

Pennington was arrested, but later was re- 
leased on the stipulation that he appear at 
the inquest. 

Dies to Save His Wife. 

Mr. McClintock’s death bordered on the 
heroic. According to the police report, he 
threw himself in the way of the shaft, which 
otherwise would have struck hiswife. Her 
escape, however, was due largely to her pres- 
ence of mind. As the second shaft of the ex- 
press wagon veered towards her she swept 
her little boy down into the tonneau of the 
machine with one hand and with the other 

grasped the wagon shaft, which shot upward 
over her shoulder. 

Mr. McClintock was picked up from the 
pavement, placed im the tonneau, and 
taken to the office of Dr. Charles Kruse- 
marck, 94 East Twenty-second street. Here 
a superficial examination revealed five broken 
ribs of the right side. The injured man died 
on the operating table thirty minutes later. 


Always Drove with Care. 

In telling her story of the éccident Mrs, 
McClintock sald: 

„Wo left the house and turned into Prairie 
avenue at Twenty-fourth street. The driver 
of the express wagon wae headed north. As 
Mr. MoClintock turned toward the middie of 
the street the driver pulled his horse in that 
direction, too. 

“The driver, thoroughly confused, pulled 
his horse sharply to the middle ot the street. 
One of the shafts struck my husband in the 
right side. I expected to be killed by the 
other. My first thought was of my little boy, 
Billy, who was sitting at my right, but 1 
brushed him from the seat and threw up 
my arm. This doubtless saved my life, as the 
shaft shot over my bead.

” Dismissal of $73,000 Appeal.

, tuted by Catherine Gogtzin. The $73,000 m- 
(volved represented the fruits of the tax 
fight. The decision of Judge Dunne in this 
case had been appealed from by the attor- 
neys for the school board and the case was 
resting In the Appellate court when the Dunne 
school board came into power, The special 
counsel which had been employed by the 
board during the term of office of President 
Clayton Mark advised the board that it was 
reasonably certain the decision of the Appel- 
late court would favor the contention of 
the board. In spite of this opinion and with- 
out waiting for the higher court to act, the 
board voted to withdraw the suit and effect 
a “ compromise ’ with the teachers. Under 
the terms of this “compromise ”’ the 873.000 
hat was left of it after the attorneys had 
taken their fees—was divided among the fed- 
eration teachers—the followers of Miss 
Haley. Nonunion teachers who sufféred sim- 
flar cuts in salary were denied the privilege 
of sharing in the fruits of the victory. 


Fight Over Readers. 

The fight to abolish Supt. Cooley's promo- 
tional examination and mertt systems fol- 
‘lowed the big fight over the readers, which 
resulted in the board overturning the recom- 
‘mendation of Supt. Cooley, voting to compel 
the school children to buy readers which cost 
83 1-8 per cent more than the readers recom- 
mended by Supt. Cooley, and voting to take 
the initiative in the selection of text books 
entirely out of the hands of Supt. Cooley and 
his corps of educational advisers. 

In the reader fight the Dufme forces had 
made a test of their voting strength, and, as 
a result of the test, they have carried out 
one reform after another; they have 
broken up the merit system established by 
Supt. Cooley, they have done away with the 
promotional examination system, and they 
have established a system of advisory coun- 
cile of teachers, which !f made effective, 
would have taken practically the last ounce 
of power out of the hands of Supt. Cooley. 
The fight for the abolition of the Cooley 
promotional and merit system was led by 
Post, Robins, Mills, and Dr. De Bey. The 
Cooley plan provided that no teacher should 
be promoted from one salary group to another 
until she had given proof of her fitness for 
promotion. This plan, after a few town hall 
meetings, was annihilated and the Post pro- 
motional system was adopted in its place. 


Union Principle in Fixing Wages. 
Under the Post system a teacher is ad- 
vanced in the salary scale on a basis of 
length of service solely and without regard 
to any special fitness. The Post plan carries 
out the union principle in fixing the wages 
of teachers, the most efficient teachers in 
the service receiving no higher pay than 
those who are barely able to keep abreast. 
The adoption of the Post report carried with 
it increase in salary amounting to $150,000. 
In order to make this increase possible, ae 
was shown by/ Trustee Spiegel, it became 
necessary even to reduce the appropriation 
for the purchase of text books for poor chil- 
dren who cannot buy their own books. The 
adoption of the Post report abolished the pro- 
motion and merit systems as well ag the 
secret marking system established by Supt. 
Cooley, and since then the report has been 
vo amended that it has been made to apply 
to all teachers in the service, principals and 
high school instructor® as well as to grade 
teachers. 

The board faund itecit at tlle close of the 
fiscal year in January as a result of the large 
bill contracted with a shortage in its build- 
ing account, a thing that had not occurred 
in a decade. 

The most recent reform attempted by the 
board was the ‘democratization ’’ of the 
school system, which provided for the or- 
ganization of 330 advisory councils of teach- 
ers, to which every matter of educational 
importance wag to be submitted for a refer- 
endum vote.

Trustee Post Speaks of Political Ac- 
: tivity Investigation Before 
3 “Crash” Comes. 


Those political activity charges were all 
rot,“ said School Trustee Post yesterday 
after an adjournment of the school manage- 
ment committee and before he knew Mayor 
Busse was seeking hig resignation. ‘‘ We 
had Mrs. Miller and Mrs. Smith of the Sex- 
ton school here, and there was no contradic- 
tion that amounted to anything.“ 

It had been alleged that Mrs. Erin C. Miller 
asked Mrs. Agnes M. Smith to contribute to 
the Dunne campaign fund. After the stories 
of the two witnesses had been heard a sub- 
committee was appointed to make a report. 
which Trustee Post summarizes in the word 
* cot.” 

Matthew Rauen, engineer of the Bur- 
roughs school, will be transferred to another 
school as the result of a lengthy trial of 
charges that he annoyed Miss Minnie I, 
Irwin, a teacher in the school. 

The trial committee of the building and 
grounds committee of the school board ina 
long afternoon session before the ‘crash ” 
came, decided that an assistant of Rauen's, 
who had been discharged, was responsible. 
It was charged that formaldehyde fumes had 
been fanned through the air flue that led to 
Miss Irwin's room. 

Mrs. W. C. H. Keough, a member of the 
committee, did not think there should be a 
hasty judgment of charges that John A. 
Smith, engineer of the Montefiore school, 
had been intoxicated while on duty. She said 
the odor of liquor on his breath did not indi- 
cate intoxication, Smith took the pledge 
and was reinstated.

Fallen Boss Again Before Grand 
Jury; Mayor Schmitz Denies 


He’ll Resign. 


San Francisco, Cal., May 17.—Patrick Cal- 
houn, president of the United Railways, in a 
statement issued today, deciares that Abe 
Ruef lied if he told the grand jury that the 
United Railways distributed $200,000 in bribes 
to secure a new franchise. 

Mr. Calhoun further declares that the 
whole bribery investigation isa part of a con- 
spiracy in the interest of the men who or- 
ganized a rival street railway system more 
than a year ago.. He names the men who 
are interested in the rival company. 


Appeals to the People. 

Calhoun's statement is addressed To the 
American People,” and is as follow: 

“The newspapers of this city published 
yesterday afternoon and this morning sensa~ 
tional stories purporting to give the testi- 
mony of Abraham Ruef before the grand 
jury yesterday afternoon. It is alleged that 
he confessed that the United Railways, 
through some of its officials, bribed the super- 
visors to grant the permit for the overhead 
trolley over certain of its railroads. 

“I do not know if Mr. Ruef made any such 
statements. If he did they are untrue. I 
repeat with renewed emphasis my declara- 
tion that no official of this company ever 
bribed any one, authorized Mr. Ruef or any- 
one else to bribe anybody, knew of any 
bribery, or approved of any bribery. 


Charges a Conspiracy. 

“I charge, the prosecution with having 
prostituted the great office of the district at- 
torney to further the plans of private malice 
in the interest of that man who organized the 
municipal street railways of San Francisco 
on the 17th day of Apri] 1906, the day before 
the earthquake and fire, with a capital stock 
of $14,000,000, of which $4,500,000 was sub- 
scribed as follows: Claus Spreckels, $1,000,- 
000; James D. Phelan, $1,000,000; George 
Whittell, $500,000; Rudolph Spreckels, 
$1,000,000; and Charles S. Wheeler, $1,000,000. 
Ten percent, or $450,000, was paid in cash, 
as shown by the affidavit of Treasurer James 
Moffatt, duly filed in the county clerk's 
office.”’ 


Ruef Again a Witness. 

Abraham Ruef today, in his second appear- 
ance before the grand jury, testified regard- 
ing the Parkside Traction company deal, by 
which, according to the line of attack laid 
down by the prosecution, the directorate of 
the Parkside corporation paid to Ruef the 
sum of $30,000 to secure a franchise Jo en- 
hance enormously the value of the 6 com- 
posing the Parkside real estate tract. The 
information in the possession of the prosecu- 
tion is that of this sum $1,000 was to be paid 
to each of the eighteen supervisors for voting 
the franchise, and that the remainder, $12,- 
000, was to be shared equally by Ruef and 
Schmits. 

Among the directors and stockholders of 
the Parkside Traction company were W. H. 
Crocker, one of the foremost capitalists of 
San Francigeo; Charles E. Green, manager 
of the Crocker estate; G. H. Umbren, a 
wealthy real estate man; Douglas Watson, 
the same; F. W. Tillman, wholesale grocer; 
Wellington Gregg, an officer of the Crocker- 
Woolworth bank; and Joseph Green, capital- 
ist, who was president of the corpoation. 

All of these men were called before the 
grand jury today. The fadt that several 
of them were in the inquisitorial chamber 
but a few minutes gave rise to the report 
that they had refused to testify. This was 


not confirmed. Ae 1 


Will Ruef Repay? 

Ruef was asked tonight when he emerged 
from the grand jury chamber: 

“Have you made any arrangements to 
return to the -u ard corporations against 
whom you will testify in court the various 
sums of money paid by them to you for cor- 
ruption purposes or as fees in the bribery 
deals? 

He replied: 

“I will have a statement to make in that 
regard a little later. When I stated in 
Judge Dunne’s court on Monday that it was 
my purpose to henceforth lead a life of 
rectitude and to atone insofar as I could for 
whatever wrong I had done in the past I 
meant what I said. There was no oppor- 
tunity then, nor was that the best occasion 
to enter into details. But I shall presently 
prepare a statement covering your question.“ 


No Immunity for Ruef. 


District Attorney Langdon tonight denied 
that the prosecution had entered into any ar- 
rangement, tentative or otherwise, for the 
virtual retirement of the mayor and the turn- 
ing over of the actuaP reins of government 
to a committee of seven representing the com- 
mercial organizations, appointed by Schmitz. | 

District Attorney Langdon was asked: 

“ Accepting as correct the statement that 
the mayor has endeavored to make terms, 
would the district attorney’s office accept a 
confession from him?!“ | 

We will accept the confession of any 
criminal,’’ he replied. 

Would an agreement to accept carry the 
proviso that no ‘immunity strings’ be at- 
tached ?"’ 

Absolutely,“ he answered. 

The grand jury tonight adjourned till 
Monday. q 
At the conclusion of the session District 
Attorney Langdon intimated that an espe- 
cially binding pledge had been taken by 
prosecutors and jurors to maintain secrecy. 
Every witness is being bound in promise to 
keep silence, though no legal penalty is pro- 

vided for divulgence of his own testimony. 


Schmitz Sticks to Job. 


Mayor Schmitz denies that he has resigned 
or turned his official duties over to a commit- 
tee of seven, 

Incidentally, the mayor declares that Boss 
Abe Ruef is a liar and that he never took a 
cent. In a statement made tonight he said: 

“The statement that I have handed the 
reins of government to any person or com- 
mittee is an unqualified falsehood. 

“I called the committee of fifty together 
some time ago in order that I might take 
advantage of the wisdom and advice of the 
best citizens of the city in a finantial and 
industrial crisis. xX 

This committee of fifty selected subcom- 
mittees in order that the important work 
might by systematized and carried out and 
one of the committees is the so-called com- 
mittee of seven. 

“I have not resigned nor yielded my pre- 
rogative to anybody, and.any statement to 
the contrary is a malicious falsehood. There 
is no reason why I should pags over the reins 
of government to other people. 

“As for Ruef's charges, I will say he has 
never paid me any bribe money and he knows 
it. If he says he paid bribe money to me he 


simply lies.“ 
More Proof Schmitz. 

Dr. Joseph Poheim, former police commis- 
eloner of this city, has, it is said, furnished 
Detective Burns details of Mayor Schmitz's 
action in compelling him to vote om the mat- 
ter of the French.restaurant licenses in order 
that Abraham Ruef could extort from the 
proprietors of these resorts a fee of thou- 
sands of dollars to insure their protection.

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AFFIDAVITS In EDDY GASE 


COUNSEL SUBMITS EVIDENCE 
BEARING ON EQUITY SUIT. 


Attorney Streeter Takes Steps Prepar- 
atory to First Hearing on May 20 
in Equity Proceedings—Errors in 
Books and Records of Head of Cult 
Declared Fault of System and Not 
with Selfish Purposes—Accountant 
Sheds Light on Finances. 


Concord, N. H., May 17.—[Special.]—The 
first hearing in the equity suit of Eddy vs. 
Frye, involving the question of whether Mary 
Baker Eddy's trustees, Archibald McLellan, 
Henry. M. Baker, and Josiah E. Fernald, 
shall be substituted for the plaintiffs, George 
W. Glover and others hamed in the original 
bill, u to de Heid before the’ Superior court in 
this city next Monday, May 20. 

Today in the Superior court Gen. Frank B. 
Streeter, chief counsel for the Eddy trustees, 
filed two affidavits that are of much interest, 
One of the affidavits is signed by Harvey 8. 
Chase, member of a Boston firm of expert 
accountants. He says in his statement his 
firm was engaged by the newly appointed 
Eddy trustees to examine into and report 
upon the general conduct of Mrs. Eddy's 
business affairs. The report says that, bar- 
ring minor errors, the accounts are properly 
kept by Calvin A. Frye, Mre. Eddy’s secre- 
tary, and that all moneys are properly ac- 
cqunted for by him. 

It further is stated the accounting firm 
from its examination of the books and ac- 
counts necessarily is convinced that Mr. 
Frye is an honest agent for Mrs. Eddy, 
though mathematically a poor accountant.” 
The accountant further states the clerical 
errors of Mr. Frye are not in his favor. In 
order to straighten out the books it would 
be necessary for the trustees to turn over 
to Frye $677 due him, but not so shown by 
his own accounting. 

Audited Accounts Seven Years. 

The second affidavit is signed by Fred N. 
Ladd of this city, treasurer of a loan, trust, 
and savings bank, and for many years audi- 
tor of Mrs. Eddy's accounts. Mr. Ladd 
states he personally has known Mrs. Eddy 
since 1892, that his mother and Mrs. Eddy 
were second cousins and girlhood friends. He 
says for seven years prior to 1898, when he 
became auditor of Mrs. Eddy’s affairs, he has 
every reason to believe thai ail checks were 
signed by Mrs. Eddy personally. He says 
further: 

“From the time I began to audit her 
(meaning Mrs. Eddy) accounts, which was in 
March, 1898, to October, 1906, the date of my 
last audit, I know all checks and orders on 
ber bank accounts were signed by Mra. Eddy 
personally and by nobody else. 

Mr. Ladd says Secretary Frye in 1808 asked 
him to look over his accounts. Mrs. Eddy 
said she did not care to have Frye’s books 
audited, as she believed thoroughly in his 
honesty, but Frye insisted that Ladd assist 
him as a matter of self-protection. 

O. K’d Books Since 1898. 

Mr. Ladd states his examination showed no 
serious errors though he suggested a bet- 
ter system of keeping accounts which after- 
wards was followed by Frye. Ladd has 
audited and O. K d. the books every year 
since 1898. 

Ladd in his affidevit also said that the total 
par value of the bonds delivered the trustees 
on March 6, 1907, was §788,770. He also then 
turned over to the trustees a promissory note 
on which was due 650,000, some unpaid in- 
terest, and about the same time delivered 
three savings bank books on which was due 


$8,614.

SUICIDE RPIDEMIC IN CITY 


DESPITE SUNSHINE AND WARMTH 

FIVE END LIVES. 

Others Make Attempts and Faitl—TIil 
Health Ascribed as Cause of Each 

~ Death—Hugo Grosser, Statistician 
for Municipality, Makes Deduc- 
tions from 121 Cases of Self-De- 
struction in First Four Months of 
1907—-Love Affairs Chief Reason. 


Despite the sunshite and warmth of yes- 
terday, a number ot persons in Chicago de- 
cided life no longer was worth living. Three 
women and two men committed suicide, and 
others attempted self-destruction by various 
methods. III health and despondency were 
given as reasons. 

The increasing number of self- inflicted 
deaths led Hugo Grosser, city statistician, to 
start work on a statistical study of Chicago 
suicides. He found that 121 persons ended 
ir lives in the first four months of 1907. 
He attributed a large number of the cases 
te worry over real or im&gined love affairs.

CORBETT, THOMAS J., 81 years old, 852 Sherwin 

avenue, Rogers Park; drank carbolic acid; 1 

health assigned as cause.

KRAUSE, BDWARD, 33 years old, 842 Nelson 
street; hanged himself from bed post in Alexian 
Brothers’ hospital; was out of work and had been 
drinking; taken to hospital Thursday night while 
geuffering from effects of dose of carbolic acid 
previously taken in an attempt at suicide.

Body Found by Mother. 


Facts surrounding the death of Corbett 
were. obtained by.

A letter written by him 
finally was found telling of his decision to 
commit suicide on account of ill health. He 
explained that he could no longer endure the 
suffering which had made life unbearable for 
years. He left instructons that his estate 
of $20,000° be divided between his mother 
and sister.

SUED EVEN BY BUTCHER. 


Frenzied Financier Who Was R 


Lawson's Target Vanishes 
as Result of Order.

Philadelphia, 
Edward Addicks, the former senatorial as- 
pirant from Delaware and the man whom 
Thomas W. Lawson talked so much about, 
was commanded late today by the United 
States Circuit court to pay, with 6 per cent 
interest, from December, 1897, $890,000 to 
George Wharton Pepper, receiver of the Bay 
State Gas company. The receiver is em- 
powered to collect this sum. The court did 
not say if he could—but this is understood. 

This crushing blow against Addicks prob- 
ably is the last of the developments of the 
intricate legislation that followed the col- 
lapse of the Bay State Gas Co. Every effort 
will be made by the receiver to wrest the 
money from Addicks. The verdict means the 
financial ruin of the gas man in any event, 
even if he is not penniless now. 


Sued Even by His Baker Now. 


Addicks recently was living in a modest 
furnished room in Hoboken, hiding to avoid 
service in numerous suits brought by bakers, 
butchers, etc. Last week he blossomed out 
into sudden prosperity, and at the Union 
League club declared he was infinite leagues 
from poverty. He completely disappeared 
tonight. 

There is one loophole in the verdict. There 
is a chance that some of it may be taken off 
by certain claims for Buffalo city bonds 
which may be used as an offset. The value of 
these is uncertain, and until Addicks himself 
proves it the big verdict will stand. Every 
means of collection will be pressed by Re- 
ceiver Pepper, including criminal suits, he 
said tonight. 

The bill is the result of the receiver's claim 
that Addicks, Lawson, and others had - 
legally expended the gas company’s money. 
The specific act for which Addicks must 
make restitution {se juggling the stocks of 
the Queen City Lighting company and the 
Queen City Construction company until he 
managed to make the Bay State Gas com- 
pany, of which he then was president, buy 
it for $890,000, which he put in his own 
pocket. 


How Addicks Played the Game. 


Judge McPherson, in his opinion tonight, 
says the Quaker City Gas company was char- 
tered in 1893 to supply gas to Buffalo. Ad- 
dicks formed the Queen City Construction 
company, to which the gas company trans- 
ferred its stock. Then the judge says, in or- 
der to carry out his plans, Addicks caused the 
Bay State company to buy at par from the 
Queen City concern $1,000,000 worth of 5 per 
cent bonds to be afterward issued. This mil- 
lion found its way into the construction 
company’s treasury. The bond issues were 
not effective, but the Bay State received in 
place the bonds of the Peoples Gas, Light and 
Coke company of Buffalo. 

By these transactions,” says the court, 
“the construction company made a net profit 
of $920,000 in cash, and Addicks’ individual 
net profit was about $800,000. He also be- 
came sole owner of the construction company 
for $28,000 with all ite assets. 

All Addicks’ known property is mortgaged 
up to the hilt, while his wife holde a com- 
fortable fortune in her own name.

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KNOX TO BR IN 1908 RAGE 


KEYSTONE STATE REPUBLICANS 
WILL NAME FAVORITE. 


Convention, Which Meets on June 6, 
Is to Formally Indorse United 
States Senator as Choice of Penn- 
syivania for President to Succeed 
Roosevelt—Latter Will, It Is Said, 
Express His Gratification at Such 
Action. 


Washington, D. C., May 17.—[Special.]— 
United States Senator Philander C. Knox is 
to be indorsed by the republican state con- 
vention of Pennsylvania, which meets on 
June 6, as the choice of the Keystone state for 
president in succession to Theodore Roose- 


This news reached Washington today and is 
known to the president. The resolution 


‘naming Mr. Knox will present him to the 


country as the man who most completely 
meets the demands for a successor to Mr. 
Roosevelt, who will take no backward step 
in the enforcement of the policies for which 
the present administration stands. 


Will Gratify Roosevelt. 

It cam be said authoritatively that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt will express gratification over 
the action of the convention because he will 
regard it as an indorsement of his policies. 
Senator Knox was attorney general in Mr. 
Roosevelt’s cabinet and initiated the North- 
ern Securities and other cases which have 
reflected credit upon the administration, and 
moreover has aided in the passage of legis- 
lation which the president desired. 

It seéms certain that Senator nox has not 
gone into the presidential race gor the pur- 
pose of delivering hig state to Secretary Taft 
or some other candidate. The senator, ac- 
cording to his friends, proposes to keep right 
after the nomination. His relations with 
Secretary Taft are most cordial, but they are 
not any closer than they are with Vice Presi- 
dent Fairbanks or Senator Crane, 

Way for Favored Sons. 

The indorsement of Senator Knox will be 
the first official recognition by any state of 
the aspirations of one of its sons. As the 
president will not frown upon Pennsylvania's 
action, it is expected that other states, nota- 
bly Illinois, Indiana, and Massachusetts, at 
the proper time will approve formally and 
unanimously the candidactes of Speaker Can- 
non, Vice President Fairbanks, and Senator 
Crane, respectively. 


Ohio Sure for Taft. 

Toledo, O., May 17.—Chairman Walter F. 
Brown of the Ohio state central committee 
today declared himself as unqualifiedly for 
Taft, said the republicans of Ohio were sol- 
idly in favor of his candidacy, and declared 
that Senators Foraker and Dick owe it to 
themselves and their friends to settle the 
report that they are secretly supporting the 
candidacy of Vice President Fairbanks. 

He declared, moreover, that the sentiment 
for Taft is so etrong that if further opposed 
or in any way misrepresented by Senators 
Foraker and Dick it will burst all bounds 
and demand expression in a popular con- 
vention. 

“There are eighty-eight counties in this 
state, continued Ch Brown. “Ihave 
direct information from the leading politi- 
cians in three-fourths of them, and every 
man is for Taft. I have not as exact in- 
formation from the remaining counties, but 
I know that they, too, are for Taft. 

“There is not the slightest doubt of this, 
and anybody who does not know it is ig- 
norant of the real political conditions in 
Te wed suggested to Mr. Brown that a be- 
lief exists with politicians In some other 
states that Senators Foraker and Dick, who 
are opposing the Taft candidacy, control the 
state party machinery and that the power 
of the organization is behind them. 

„There never was a greater mistake than 
that,” said Chairman Brown. The sena- 
tors do not control the party machinery and 
they never have swayed the state central 
committee. It is the absolute truth, as every 
Ohio politician knows, that the organization 


is with Taft.“

AND NOW WOMEN GAMBLE! 


CHIEF SHIPPY STOPS MEN, BUT 
SPOUSES ARE SHREWDER. 


Line Gehrig, “Society Gambler,” Is 
Found te Be Keeping Resort Over 
Saloon at Thirty-fifth Street and 
Cottage Grove Avenue — China 
Painting Covers Real Doings of 
Hyde Park and Woodiawn Fair 
Ones Plan Forcible End to Games. 


Just as Chief of Police Shippy was con- 
gratulating himself that gambling practically 
had been stamped out in Chicago he has 118 
covered that a new form of incipient gambling 
has grown up and one which is far more 
difficult to deal with. 

This new gambling mania cannot be coped 
with by indiscriminate arrests and the dis- 
play of force that had such good affect upon 
bookmakers of Chicago for the reason that 
the gamblers are women, many of them be- 
longing to families of Hyde Park and Wood- 
lawn. 

The desire on the part.of women to take 
part in gambling games has been awakened 
and, in many cases, fanned into a fierce 
flame by no other than Miss Lina Gehrig, ar- 
tist and society gambler. Miss Gehrig came 
into prominence more than a year ago when 
she engaged in an obstinate fight with prac- 
tically all of the pastors of Woodlawn. and 
Hyde Park, who endeavored to stop her so- 
clal games of eucher. The games were not 
stopped until the police interfered, 


Keeps Game in Vicinity Hall. 

Miss Gehrig’s headquarters now are at Vi- 
cinity hall. Thirty-fifth street and Cottage 
Grove avenue, and her business is flourishing 
to a greater extent than ever before. The 
hall now. le being filled to its capacity twice 
each day, six days a week, with women of all 
walks of life, all suffering from a common 
allment—the gambling mania. 

So profitable has the business become that 
Miss Gehrig spends but a brief time at the 
hall, the remeinder of her time being spent 
in painting the delicate china pieces, which, 
among other things, are used as the exquse 
for carrying on the games in such an open 
manner. . When sheis not present assistants 
have charge of the playing and look after 
the intereste of the house.“ 

Yesterday afternoon was one of the oc- 
casions when Mies Gehrig was absent. A 
short, stocky woman had charge of the sale 
of score cards—one of the revenues of the 
house,“ and she also coached amateur gam- 
blers and settled disputes with an iron hand. 


Says Women Are Cheaters. 


The stocky woman who was in charge of the 
hall was found while settling one of the 
many wordy disputes between the players. 

“Why, this is not gambling.“ the woman 
remonstrated when it was suggested that the 
occasional exchange of money and the fever- 
ish haste to get possession of the valuable 
prizes looked to the uninitiated much like 
real gambling. This is just a social game. 
That's all.“ 

What is the name of the organization? ”’ 

The woman thought a minute, then hazard- 
ed the Douglas Pavilion club as a name. 
„ Douglas Pavillon is the name of the sa- 
loon on the Arst floor. The woman might 
have added further details, but she was in- 
terrupted by a scream from the other end of 
the long room. Seeing that the services of an 
expert diplomat were needed the short 
woman hurried to the scene of action, and, 
after some fast talking, restored peace.

Plot on Czar’s Life, Recently 
Foiled, More Serious than 
First Believed. 


LODZ, Russian Poland, May 17.—Sixty- 
eight officials and workmen of Kuttner’s 
Spinning mille were shot down this morning 


by a patrol of Cossacks, because a band of | 


terrorista attacked a mail wagon in the 
neighborhood, killing a Cossack guard and 
wounding another Cossack and two postoffice 
officials. 

While the wagon was passing through Lon- 
kowa street the terrorists suddenly appeared 
from a side street; opened fire on the Cossack 
escort, seized 1.000 from the wagon, and 
eacaped. 

A moment later a patrol of Cossacks ar- 
rived on the scene and, infuriated by the fate 
of their comrades, rushed into the Kuttner 
factory, which was near the spot where the 
robbery occurred, and began firing indiscrim- 
inately, killing twenty-one and wounding 
forty-seven. persons. 

The greatest indignation prevails here, as 
it is claimed that the employés of the fac- 
tory had nothing to do with the attack onthe 
mail Wagon. 


Similar Tragedy in Warsaw. 

WARSAW, Russian Poland, May 17.—A 
band of terrorists held up the city office of the 
Vistula railroad, in Dluga street, at 10 o'clock 
this morning and got away with $5,000 after a 
severe fight, in which four persons were 
killed and nine wounded. 

The office was full of people at the time and 
soldiers were guarding the approaches, but 
the terrorists attacked them with revolvers, 
killing two and injuring four of the guards, 
before they reached the place where the 
money was kept. 

Then, snatching up a bag containing $5,000, 
the men ran out of the office. The soldiers 
fired a volley at the fleeing terrorists, but 
only succeeded in hitting some bystanders, 
two of whom were killed and five wounded. 


Plot to Kill Czar. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE, ] 

ST. PETERSBURG, May 18.—The judge in- 
vestigating the plot against the czar has 
found convincing evidence that Premier 
Stolypin and Grand Duke Nicholas also were 
to be murdered at the same time. 

The plot provided several expedients . to 
achieve the purpose. A milk woman who 
often meets the czar in the Tsarkoe road, was 
engaged to throw a bomb at his majesty. 
There was also an organization ready to 
murder the czar on the railway when he 
moved from Tsarskoe-Selo to Peterhof next 
week. 

The frustration of the plot, it is declared, 
merely cuts off one of the hydra’s heads. 
The others remain numerous and dangerous. 
The quantity of bombs recently made in and 
around St. Petersburg is said to be enor- 
mous: Hundreds have been discovered by 
the police, but probably thousands are still in 
possession of the revolutionists, who, it is 
believed, are preparing a serious coup, like 
that just balked at Tsarskoe-Selo. 


AUTO BUILDER’S SON KILLED. 


Albert Clement Thrown from Car Dur- 
ing Run Preparatory for Grand 
Prize in France. 


DIEPPE, France, May 17.—Albert Clement, 
son of the well known automobile builder, 
was killed instantly today during a run in 
preparation for the Auto club's grand prize, 
which is to be competed for July 2. 

Clement was thrown out of his automobile 
at a sharp turn and sustained a fracture of 
the skull. His chauffeur escaped with slight 
injuries. 

Clement’s death caused a sensation here. 
He was rounding the course the second time 
when the accident occurred. His speed 
probably was over seventy miles an hour. 
Some houses stand at the bend, and to avoid 
these he was compelled to leave the road, 
when a mound of sand caused the car to 
upset. 


DISSOLUTE PRINCE IS OUSTED. 


China's Grand Chamberlain and Presi- 
dent ‘of Board of Commerce Re- 
moved from Office.

PEKING, May 17.—Prince Ching’s § son, 
Prince Tsai Chen, who was Chinese am- 
bassador at King Edward's coronation, has 
resigned the office of grand chamberlain and 
president of the board of commerce, follow- 
ing published charges as to his dissolute con- 
duct, which is a byword in Peking.

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DEATH RECALLS ROMANCE 


WHO GAVE UP 
PLEBEIAN ENDS 


LIFE OF PRIN 
BRIGHTS TO 


Demise of Charles Hohenlohe Lan- 
genburg at Berlin Revives Interest 
in Long and Happy Domestic Ex- 
Istence with His Untitled Wit 
Couple Lived Together for Forty 
Years—Their Morganatic Marriage 
Solemnised in Paris in 1861.

BERLIN, May 17.—The death in Salzburg 
today of Prince Charles of Hohenlohe Lang- 
enburg recalls a princely love romance which 
had a long and happy sequel. 

Prince Charles was the eldest son of Prince 
Ernest. He was heir to the headship of his 
princely house, but immediately after his 
father's death in 1860 he renounced all his 
rights to the vast family estate for the pur- 
pose of marrying Marie Grathwohl, a beau- 
tiful plebeian. His rights passed to his broth- 
er, Prince Hermann, who now is viceroy of 
Alsace-Lorraine. 

The morganatic marriage of Prince Charles 
was solemnized in Paris in 1861. The couple 
lived for forty years in ideal happiness— 
which ended only by the wife's death in 1891. 
King Wurtemberg had, fifteen years prior to 
her decease, ennobled her.

MAYOR CALLS CONFERENCE ON 
NEW WATER SYSTEM. — 


Takes Steps Toward Making Good 
the Promise in Party Piatform— 
Chief Horan Signs Contracts for 
$120,000 Worth of Fire Apparatus 
—Corporatfon Counsel’s Office De- 
cides That City Must Continue Par- 
ing Interest on Judgments. 


A conference on the matter of high pressure 
water system has been called by Mayor Busse 
for Tuesday afternoon. To it will be invited 
insurance and real estate men and such 
others as have taken an interest in the 
subject. 

The mayor had a talk with Chief Horan of 
the flre department about the matter yester- 
day. There was a plank in the platform of + 
the last republican city convention advocat- 
ing the establishment of such a system, and 
the mayor is anxious to carry out all the 
pledges in that platform. Chief Horan told 
him that high pressure pipes would be a 
distinct advantage in fighting fires in the 
downtown district, and there was alreaay 
material in possession of the department to 
make a start in the work. 

Wo are ready to take the matter up and do 
something,’ said the mayor. 

Chief Horan let contracts for fire apparatus 
to the amount of $120,000. It includes five 
engines from the Nott company, five from 
the American La France company, and four 
from the Continental company, and twenty- 
five hose wagons, five supply wagons, seven 
hook and ladder trucks, and five buggies. 


Must Pay Interest on Judgments. 
That the city should continue the payment 
of interest on judgments for personal injury 
suits was asserted by Assistant Corpora- 
tion Counsel Robert Campbell in an opinion 
given to the finance committee at its meet- 
ing in the afternoon. The payment of in- 
terest was stopped for a time, after an opin- 
ion against it was given by former Cor- 
poration Counsel J. Hamilton Lewis. It was 
resumed, however, after Mr. Lewis sub- 
mitted a second opinion, but recently the en- 
tire matter was again referred to the law 
department.

ROOSEVELT PLANS RIVER TRIP. 


Will Inspect Harbor and Improvement 
Work Along Mississippi, Going 
in November. 


Washington, D. C., May 17.—[Special.]— 
President Roosevelt has accepted provis- 
ionally the invitation of sixteen governors of 
states to make a trip along the Mississippi 
river for the purpose of seeing the river and 
harbor work.

EFFORT TO CH CK 
EXPRESS BAN KING 
Evidence Against Companies 


to Be Laid. Before Inter- 
state Commerce Board. 


ADVICE GIVEN BY LAWYER 


Financial. Houses Charge That 
the Competition Is IIlegiti- 
mate and Unfair. 


* 


Rapid growth of banking business done by 
certain express companies, to the detriment 
of the business of nearly every chartered 
bank in the United States, has resulted in 
drastic action on the part of the committee 
appointed some tige ago to investigate the 
matter for the American Bankers’ associa- 
tion. 

The committee yesterday made public its 
report, in which the statement is made that 
evidence has been secured that certain ex- 
press companies are carrying on such bank- 
ing businesses while chartered as common 
carriers, a violation of the interstate com- 
merce regulations. 

All evidence thus far and hereafter secured 
by the committee will be placed in the hands 
of the commerce commission for the purpose 
of prosecuting the express companies and 
stopping what tHe bankers call illegitimate 
competition.’ . 

Backed by Bankers’ Association. 

At the annual convention of the Bankers’ 
essociation in St. Louls in 1906 it was decided 
by the executive council of the association 
that this committee should have power to 
act in such prosecutions as might be deemed 
necessary as the result of their investigations. 
All necessary funds were voted to the com- 
mittee for this use. 

The first work of the committee was to 
send a series of letters to every banker in the 
United Sates, in which the bankers were 
asked for minute details of the work of the 
express companies in their sections of the 
country. This quest for information dis- 
closed the fact that 89.11 per cent of the 
bankers of the country saw the necessity for 
£0me such action as the committee is taking. 

The report states that the information was 
shown to an attorney, who was asked if it 
was sufficient for bringing a test case in the 
courts. He said there was sufficient evidence 
to do so. Petitions then were drawn up pre- 
paratory to filing them with the Interstate 
commerce commission. Just when they will 
be filed is not yet known. 

In a letter sent to President Roosevelt some 
time ago the committee set forth the main 
objections to the competition of the express 
companies. This competition has been se- 
verely felt in the domestic business, the letter 
sets forth, through the issuance by the ex- 
press companies of express drafts, as well in 
the foreign exchange business, where the 
express companies not only sell express 
checks but have also entered the fleld in the 
commercial letter of credit business and in 
the purchasing or, strictly speaking, dis- 
counting of foreign exchange bills. 


Enabled to Cut Shipping Rate. 

Another important objection on the part 
of the bankers is set forth aa follows: 

The second point in which they can con- 
flict with the spirit of the interstate com- 
merce law, by means of their dual nature, is 
in making rates on shipments. Instead of 
reducing the rate for carrying a shipment 
to Berlin, for instance, the express company, 
as a common oafrrier, can offer the same 
rate that a competitor would, but as a for- 
eign exchange banker it can offer to buy 
the bills of the shipper, which are drawn on 
the Berlin consignee against the shipment, 
for more than the market value of the bill.

Joliet is stand- 
ing in its own light. Build a 20 foot channel 
from Lockport to Lake Joliet, as the Sanitary 
district trustees wish, and Joliet will be a 
great seaport with Lake Joliet as the basin 
for the turning of heavy craft from the lakes 
and lighter craft from the gulf. Its popula- 
tion will be quadrupled within the next de- 
cade. 


Cites Statistics as Proof. 


“Tf the bill is not passed the most Joliet 
can hope to secure under the government 
deep waterway is a fourteen foot channel. 
That means that Lockport will be the sea- 
port instead of Joliet.’’ 

Then Mr. Conway produced his figures. 
He got them from government reports. They 
show the big gain made by Chicago, a sea- 
port town,“ and the small gain or loss made 
by less favored neighbors. 

CHICAGO had 7,668 manufacturing estab- 
lishments in 1900 and 8,150 in 1905—a gain of 
491, with a gain in the capital invested of 
$126,404,048. There was a gain in the number 
of wage earners in the same period of 20,793, 

not including officers and clerks. 
' JOLIET had 135 establishments in 1900 and 
106 in 1905, a loss of 29. In that same period 
there had been a small gain of $315,892 in 
the capital invested, and a gain of 8095 in the 
number of wage earners. 

PEORIA had 291 establishments in 1900 
and 265 in 1906, a loss of 26. There was 
$22,638,870 invested in 1900, and this had de- 
creased in 1905 to $22,243,821, a loss of 
$4,304,504. During the five years Peoria 
gained just two wage workers—salary not 
stated. 

Says Peoria Wants Waterway.

If Napoleon's worde had been a 
Delphic oracle, that is the explanation of 
its meaning which would have been vouch- 
safed by the priests of Apollo. 
Napoleon was not juggling with words 
when he said to his soldiers “all this is 
yours,” but he took too much for granted 
and spoke too quickly.

THE MAY FESTIVALS. 

There are many indications that the 
American nation is to become more and 
more noted for its interest in music. The 
great majority of its people love music 
and are affected by it. It is a hopeful 
sign, too, that the standards of judgment 
are steadily improving as the best compo- 
sitions of the world are made more and 
more familiar, = — : 

The old fashioned singing school which 
was popular with past generations had an 
influence not to be despised. The singers 
sometimes had cracked voices. The mas- 
ter sometimes had peculiar notions. But 
even the crudest performances had a bene- 
ficial influence upon the community. 
When the quaint old rounds and glees 
of the “singing school beautiful“ gave 
place to the village cantata on some spe- 
cial occasion when Esther,” perhaps, 
was performed, it was not at all unusual 
for the interest of the surrounding country 
to be enlisted in the supreme effort after 
weeks of faithful drill. If the local bene~ 
ficiary of the concert opened the pocket- 
‘books of some ticket purchasers the inter- 
est in the music itself and in the musi- 
clans had greater attractive power. 

The May festival is a later development. 
An organisation is effected. Soloists from 
a distance are engaged long in advance. 
An orchestra of note is secured for the 
final performance. Then the local musi- 
cians go to work under their trained 
leaders. If there is an orchestra it works 
for weeks in preparation for the festival 
occasion. The singers are drilled in the 
choruses until they are thoroughly pro- 
ficient. When the long awaited evening 
comes the combination of “ local talent“ 
with professional skill produces an enter- 
tainment which delights the large number 
of ticket holders, often astonishes the solo- 
ists who have been used to triumphs in the 
cities, and uplifts materially the musica] 
tone of the community. 

In such ways the best of the oratorios 
are being produced throughout the coun- 
try, the month of May being particularly 
notable for such affairs, Much may be 
accredited to the great festivals for which 
Worcester and Cincinnati, for instance, 
were long noted in making May the 
month for music. The time of the 
year is unimportart. The encourage~ 
ment in the smaller cities and towns of 
a love for the best in music and an appre- 
ciation of the works of the great masters 
is the remarkable thing. 

Foreigners have often commented upon 
the fact that they have found in college 
towns in various parts of this country and 
in many ot the less known cities. and 
towns a surprising standard of taste in 
art, and literature, and music. The peo- 
ple who make music a profession, whose 
names are familiar to the music loving 
population of the metropolitan centers, are

After a trial lasting fifteen days at 
Dublin he managed to recover his estates, 
through the civil courts, but neglected, either 
through indifference or on the score of the 
terrible expense involved, to pursue hit 
claim to the earldom before the committee 
of privileges of the house of lords. He died 
without leaving male issue. The committee 
of privileges of the house of lords would not, 
however, allow the son of the sixth earl 
of Anglesey to succeed to the earldom, and 
although his son. In turn, endeavored to re- 
cover the title, he failed to accomplish his 
purpose and died without male issue, thus 
leaving the Paget marquis of Anglesey in 
undisturbed possession of his title. 

The present Lord Anglesey is a bachelor, 
and wae at one time reputed to be a suitor 
for the hand ot the Princess Patricia of 
Connaught. He te an officer of the Royal 
Horse guards, and is as simple, quiet, and 
sengible in hig tastes and behavior as his 
predécessor was eccentric and theatrical. 
He is a son of the late Lord Alexander Paget, 
brother of the feurth marquis, and has a 
younger brother of eighteen, now his heir. 
After that in the line of succession come his 
uncle, Lord Berkeley Paget, and the latter’s 
gon, Rowland Paget. Two other lives, 
namely, those of old Gen. Willlam Paget and 
of Fitzroy Paget, stand between the mar- 
quisate and Gen. Sir Arthur Paget, married 
to the daughter of the late Mre. Paran Stev- 
ens of New York.

The new Viscount Hood is, like his father, 
whom he has fist succeeded, a soldier by 
profeasion, and in spite of being in his for- 
tieth year is still a hardened bachelor. The 
heir to his English and Irish honora, which in- 
clude, in addition to his viscounty, two bar- 
onies and a baronetcy, is Captain the Hon. 
Horace Hood of the navy, now in command 
of the armored cruiser Berwick. 

Both Lord Hood and the captain are the 
great-great-grandsons of that famous Brit- 
ish admiral who won hie elevation to the 
peerage by his numerous naval victories, 
and especially by his capture of the islandof 
Corsica and by his defeats of the fleets of 
France and Spain in the bay of Gibraltar. 
Since then at least half a dosen peers of this 
old Dorsetshire family have fallen in battle, 
and, with a couple of exceptions, evéry one 
of the men has done service either in the 
army or in the navy. 

They are as a rule good looking, though 
diminutive of stature, and the late Lord 
Hood was in his bachelor days a suitor for 
the hand of Princess Louise, duchess of Ar- 
gyll. Lord Hood's aspirations are said to 
have been put aside on the ground that be- 
ing a mere viscount his rank was insufficient, 
and when later om the princess married John 
Campbell, now duke of Argyll, a witticiem 
became current, ascribed to Lord Houghton, 
which, alluding to the small size of the vis- 
count, was to the effect that the royal family 
had “strained at a gnat to swallow a 
Cam(pb)el(1).”’ 

Perhaps the fact that the late Lord Hood's 
father had assumed the somewhat plebeian 
name of Tibbits in compliance with the 
provisions of the will of his enormously 
wealthy father-in-law may have had 
something to do with the action of the 
royal family in the matter, for one could 
not conceive the propriety of a daughter 
of the queen of England becoming the 
wife of a Frank Tibbits. This may have 
been quietly intimated to the late Lord 
Hood, for it was not long after the mar- 
riage of Princess Louise to her present 
husband that he obtained permission 
from the crown to resume e ancient 
and honored patronymic of his ancestors 
in lieu of that of his maternal, shopkeep- 
ing grandfather. ,

Large Attendance Is Certain. 


The governor of Colorado has received ac- 
ceptances of his invitation from the execu-~ 
tives of Arizona, California, Idaho, Kaneas, 
Montane, New Mexico, Nebraska, Nevada, 
North Dakota, Oklahoma, Oregon, South 
Dakota, Utah, Washington, and Wyoming. 
As delegates tothe convention the governor 
of each state and territory is authorized to 
appoint ten delegates-at-large, each chamber 
of commerce, board of t , real estate ex- 
change, or commercial body may appoint five 
delegates, and each association of stock 
growers or lumbermen, and forestry, irriga- 
tion, horticultural, or agricultural organiza- 
tion may appoint five delegata 

President Roosevelt and Secretary Garfield 
have encouraged the holding of the conven- 
tion, agreeing that the exchange of views 
which will occur will lead to the develop- 
ment of a: program of national legislation 
which will purify the public lends system, 
and work for the benefit of the states andthe 
United States. It is possible that something 
may be done in the way of the improvement 
of the administration so that more can be 
accomplished through the codpération of 


states, but the greatest gocd is expected to 


flow from the harmony of action between the 
representatives of the states in both branches 
of congress and President Roosevelt. 

— 


President's Plan Outlined. 


The president made it clear during the 
last session of congress that the life of the 
country imperatively demands legislation for 
the preservation of the fuel and forest sup- 
plies. The further he has investigated the 
subject the more he is convinced that the 
views them expressed are absolutely sound, 
When Secretary Garfield speaks to con- 
verition—he has accepted an invitation to do 
so—hé will impress upon the delegates the 
fact that the president is anxious to have 
adopted a policy which will inure to the 
benefit of every one concerned. The presi- 
dent believes that the scarcity of both water 
and forests in the western states and terri- 
tories renders necessary their preservation 
as public utilities. 

Besides preserving the forests the presi- 
dent is concerned about the proper use of 
the public pasture lands of the west and 
the protection ot the mineral lands, includ- 
ing those producing coal. In the view of 
the president the mineral fuels, as well as 
the forests and navigable streams, should be 


recognized abroad. The president believes 
that the proper course to take, in order te 
conserve the fuel supply, is for congress to 
enact such legislation as will provide for a 
title to and development of surface land, as 
separate and distinct from the right to the 
underlying mineral fuels in regions where 
these may occur, and the dispogal.of these 
mineral fuele under 4 leasing System on 
conditions which will inure to the benefit of 
the public as a whole. 

— 


Would Protect Pasture Land. 


The president also is anxious for legisla- 
tion providing for government control of the 
public pasture lands of the west on the same 
general principles now applied in the gov- 
ernment control of the forest reserve, He 
does not propose, in connection with the leas- 
ing of pasture lands, to place the matter in 
the hands of men unfamiliar with the situa- 
tion. Indeed, he has said that the local con- 
trol of the range, should be confided to west- 
ern men who know all about stock raising. 
Moreover, he believes there should be codp- 
eration between the stockmen and the gov- 
ernment officers, and that the grazing fees 
should be small, and at first almost nominal. 

The president has been informed by Sec- 
retary Garfield that the order issued for the 
removal of fences on public lands which 
were illegally erected is being generally ob- 
served. In the opinion of the president what 
ig needed is not to provide for the elimina- 
tion of all fencing, whether beneficial or 
harmful, but proper discrimination between 
the two classes—a discrimination to be ex- 
ercised always with especial care for the 
interest of the homesteader and the small 
stockmen. It has been the view of the presi- 
dent that the system now in force prevents 
the @xistence of the small stock raiser, and 
benefits chiefly the rich man to whose inter- 
est it is to keep out home makers and pre- 
serve the immense stretch of public domain 
for his own use. 


Will Work for Co-operation. 


It was evident during the last session of 
congress that the members of both the sen- 
ate and the house were in such an irritable 
frame of mind that no legislation of the 
comprehensive character desired could be se- 
cured. 

It will be the effort of Secretary Garfield 
when conferring with the governors and dele- 
gates of the various states present at the 
Denver convention to impress upon them the 
earnest desire of the president to work only 
for legislation which will be to the advantage 
of individuals, states, and the federal gov- 
ernment. 

In his administration of the interior depart- 
ment Mr. Garfield has adopted a policy cal- 
culated to heal the old sores growing out 
of disputes with prominent men and at the 
same time to rigidly enforce the laws. This 
will continue to be the policy of the secre- 
tary, but he is hopeful that the result of the 
Denver convention will be the adoption of 
reforms which will insure the preservation 
of the natural resources of the country, while 
alding in the rapid development of the com- 
monwealth. 


The 100,000 Tiorse Power Ship. 
[From the Engineering Magazine. ] 

The producer problem has received the at- 
tention of the ablest engineers of the world, 
as the present wasteful use of fuel with 
steam cannot continue, and the men who 
give their time and attention to reduce the 
fuel bill of the world and conserve its latent 
energy are rendering a service of supreme 
importance to mankind, The hard coal gas 
producer now is in general use, and rapidly 
is forcing the steam plant aside, especially 
in factory plants. The soft coal producer 
is giving good results, but must be developed 
further. The next importent development 
will de a simple and easily manipulated 
crude oil gas producer. 

With its coming as a commercial product 
we sball see the gas engine in future tramps, 
and with the advent of the first passenger 
liner its universal adoption on transatlantic 
passenger steamers will be assured, Whether 
the steamer will be made smaller or not is 
hard to say, but probably on account of the 
greater steadiness and the lesser influence 
of waves the vessels will continue to grow. 

One hundred thousand horse power can be 
installed in the space and on the weight of 
45,000 horse power of steam a put on a 
modern liner. The consumption of crude oil 
will be about 760 tons per day for such power.

He is at once whimsical and 
philosophic, and the reader will have a good 
time in that country where neither money 
nor credit exist, and where the only col- 
lateral is work. The sweat of your brow is 
the coin im which you pay, and three hours’ 
work a day suffices for all where none may 
dle. He makes Altruria seem the pleasant- 
est and simplest sort of a place to inhabit, 
and America amazingly difficult. He makes 
his hero say of the Americans: It was 
always astonishing to me that a peeple with 
their facilities for evil, their difficulties for 
good, mould remain so kind and just and 
pure.” 

There is a love story in the book and plenty 
of humorous byplay, but the real purpose fs 
to prove that idleness is the greatest offense 
against society and the prime handicap to it. 


Not to work is disorderly, as Paul main- 


tained. The economy of Altruria is founded 
upon the text: “For yourselves know how 
you ought to follow us: for we behaved not 
ourselves disorderly among you. Neither did 
we eat any man’s bread for naugh: but 
wraught with travail! night and day that we 
might mot be chargeable to any of you: not 
because we have not rest: but to make 
ourselves an ensample unto you to fol- 
low us 

It seems touch monotonous in Altruria— 
monotonous from sheer perfection; for there 
is no want, no bankruptcy, no envy, hatred, 
or malice, no suicide or murder, no stealing 
or unlawful loving; no rich and no poor; no 
servants and no masters; no soldiers and no 
penitentiaries. It’s really quite wonderful 
with no one,owning anything in his own 
right or trying to get anything away from 
anybody else. The only trouble is that Mr. 
Howells forgot to tell us what line of steam- 
ers to take to reach this land of equity and 
content. But perhaps we might find out by 
writing to his publishers—who are, as usual,

Edith Rickert, the author of that excellent 
book., The Reaper,“ and of that singularly 
disappointing one, ‘Folly, now issues 
through the Baker & Taylor company a third 
novel, entitled “ THE GOLDEN HAWK.“ 
It is a romance of modern Provence, ded- 
icated by permission to Frederic Mistral, and 
written, as the author confides, in the room 
where Mistral and Daudet talked together. 
It is a book of luxuriant florescence, echoing 
Daudet not a little, Sut bearing much tem- 
peramental resemblance to Ouida, 

The central character is as insouciant a 
vagabond as ever graced the pages of fiction. 
Borel is his name. He has a touch of an- 
cient, arrogant blood in hig veins, but a whole 
system full of rebellioug, devil-may-care 
spirit, and he flashes in and out of the lines 
of the other characters like a disregardtul 
meteor. To do the impossible, to amaze the 
conventional, té"kiss when he pleases and go 
about the world commanding it. is his notion 
of a merry time. He makes tremendously 
good company and Almost persuades the 
reader—even as he did the heroine—that it is 
better to be a vagrant than a slave. 

There is a touch of genius—the word Is used 
advisedly—in all that Edith Rickert writes, 
and her books heve the charm of suggesting 
more than they reveal. Itis the atmosphere 
of this novel, the rich diction, the fantasy, 
the inherent dreams, that give it its charm. 
She intended to write an utter romance and 
she succeeded. The austere would best not 
read it lest they frown. It is for those who, 
loving beauty, can take ! arelessly and gal- 
lantly, as one may pin @ flower in the hat 
and wear it till it fades.
